May 1971 - June 1972 I took a leave of absence which was spent traveling 
in Spain, Turkey, Iran, Afghanistan, Greece and Crete. During this 
period I devoted time to reevaluate myself, my role in education, and 
in studying the different cultural traits of each region visited.
